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No  Matter  What 

Christmas,  with  all  that  it  means  to  us,  can  be  a 
difficult  time  of  year.  Why?  Because  it  is  one  of 
the  few  times  of  the  year  that  many  families  are 
able  to  get  everyone  to  come  together  and 
celebrate.  Many  things  can  make  this  difficult. 
One  of  those  things  is  trying  to  work  around 
everyone's  schedule.  Over  time,  our  families 
have  changed.  We  grow  up,  some  go  off  to 
college,  some  get  married,  some  have  kids, 
some  have  jobs  that  require  them  to  work  holi- 
days. Things  were  so  much  easier  when  we 
were  little,  weren't  they? 

Not  really.  When  you  are  little,  not  getting  the 
toy  you  wanted  or  as  was  the  case  many  years 
ago  for  me,  getting  a  toy  you  already  had. 
Looking  back  on  that  Christmas,  it  really  seems 
silly.  The  tantrum  I  threw  in  front  of  my  mom's 
side  of  the  family  was  not  silly  in  the  least.  In 
fact,  I  am  sure  I  embarrassed  my  parents  to  the 
fullest  extent  possible.  I  have  long  since 
blocked  out  the  result  of  that  tantrum,  but  the 
lesson  of  accepting  something  graciously  stays 
with  me  to  this  day.

Perhaps  it  is  instruction, 
encouragement,  revelation  of  a  new  promise,  or  corrections  for  a  particular  area  of  your  life.  Write  how  this  scripture 
can  apply  to  you  today. 

P  for  Prayer 

This  can  be  as  simple  as  asking  God  to  help  you  use  this  scripture,  or  it  may  be  a  greater  insight  on  what  He  may  be 
revealing  to  you.  Remember,  prayer  is  a  two  way  conversation,  so  be  sure  to  listen  to  what  God  has  to  say!  Now, 
write  it  out.

As  many  of  you  know,  I  will  be  going  on  a  mission  trip  to  NE  India  in  January  20 1 0  from  the  9  - 
19th.  We  will  be  participating  in  a  Healing  Festival  in  the  village  of  Amguri  in  the  state  of  Assam 
in  the  northern  region  of  India.  The  team  consists  of  myself  and  three  other  members. 

This  region  is  very  isolated  and  the  tribal  people  are  the  poorest  and  considered  lower  than  dirt 
by  most  of  the  Indian  population.  Their  religion  is  mostly  Hindu  and  holding  Christian  church 
services  are  prohibited.  Healing  Festivals  are  permitted  though;  it's  all  a  choice  of  the  words  that 
you  use.  We  will  be  the  first  white  people  that  the  tribe  has  ever  seen.  My  mind  cannot 
comprehend  all  the  signs,  wonders,  miracles  and  healings  that  I  will  be  witness  to.  God  in  his 
perfect  timing  has  placed  me  with  the  most  awesome  mission  team  who  has  a  true  heart  for 
reaching  "unreached  people".  I  will  be  keeping  a  journal  because  I  know  that  I  will  never 
remember  everything  that  will  be  happening. 

There  will  be  another  mission  team  going  to  different  villages  in  March.  We  ask  for  your  prayers 
before  and  during  these  missions.  Prayer  is  a  very  powerful  weapon  that  is  used  not  only  for  our 
teams  but  also  for  the  mission  teams  that  we  will  be  working  with.  Through  prayer  the  hearts  of 
the  tribal  people  will  be  opened  to  the  good  news  of  Jesus  and  how  much  he  loves  them.  This 
will  also  be  shown  to  them  in  miracles  and  healing.  God  has  already  declared  in  signs  and 
visions  that  the  harvest  is  ripe  in  NE  India  and  we  have  been  called  to  minister  to  these  people. 
We  go  as  servants  with  the  simple  message  that  Jesus  loves  them  more  than  the  3  million+  Gods 
that  they  worship.  Pastor  Rick  Lomabard  of  Wind  and  Fire  Ministries  uses  a  phrase  that  is  so  true. 
"This  is  the  real  deal"  and  it  truly  is. 

Thank  you  so  much  for  all  your  prayers  and  support.  Through  your  prayers  and  support  you  are 
all  very  much  a  part  of  this  mission  trip.  The  ones  who  stay  at  home  are  just  as  important  as  the 
ones  that  go.  Please  remember  our  family  members  in  your  prayers  also.  We  are  leaving  behind 
family  members  and  friends  that  we  love  very  much.  They  also  need  your  prayers  and  support.

As  part  of  this  rotation,  we  made  a 

Jesse  Tree.  We  invite  you  to  join 

us  in  the  daily  Bible  studies  that  go 

along  with  our  Jesse  Tree: 

What  is  a  Jesse  Tree?  It  is  a  small, 
leafless  tree  decorated  with 
symbols  portraying  Jesus'  spiritual 
heritage.  It  is  a  kind  of  family  tree 
which  was  suggested  by  Isaiah's 
prophecy:  "there  shall  come  forth  a 
shoot  from  the  stump  of  Jesse  and 
a  branch  shall  grow  out  of  his 
roots."  The  Jesse  Tree  represents 
the  4000  years  of  salvation  history 
when  God  prepared  His  people,  the 
Jews,  for  the  coming  of  the  Savior. 


This  is  the  theme  of  the  4  weeks 
of  Advent.  The  branch  of  the  tree 
is  a  dead  one  without  any  green 
leaves.  This  symbolizes  the  fact 
that  the  soul  is  dead  without 
God's  grace. 

There  are  ornaments  to  hang  on 
the  tree  each  day  of  Advent. 
When  the  ornament  is  placed  on 
the  tree  the  scripture  for  that  day 
is  read.

What  you  do: 

1.    Mix  the  flour,  baking  powder 
and  salt  together. 
Cream  the  sugar  and  butter. 
Add  the  eggs  and  vanilla. 
Add  the  flour  mixture  and 
beat  until  well  blended. 
Divide  the  dough  into  four 
equal  pieces.  Wrap  each  piece 
in  plastic  wrap  and  refrigerate 
for  about  30  minutes. 
Separate  candies  by  color  and 
place  each  color  in  a  sealed, 
zippered  baggie.  With  a  rolling 
pin,  crush  candy  into  small 
pieces  (not  a  fine  powder). 
One  at  a  time,  roll  out  each 
chilled  dough  piece  on  a 
well-floured  surface. 
Use  the  large  cookie  cutter  to 
make  stars,  and  then  place  them 
on  a  foil-lined  cookie  sheet. 
Then  press  the  small  star  cookie 
cutter  into  each  large  star  and 
remove  the  small  piece  of 
star-shaped  dough. 

8.  Place  some  crushed  candy  in 
each  star-shaped  hole. 

9.  Bake  at  350  degrees  for  10-12 
minutes  or  until  golden  brown. 
(The  candy  will  melt  and  be 
translucent  when  cooled,  like  a 
stained-glass  window.)
